REKL AND LINE RSSENTIAL

The reel and llne plays o very impor-
tant factor in the game, From tha cons-
tlnual casting and grinding of the sand
grent wenr and tear munt ba expected on
both. Therefore It would be well for the
finharman to get the best he can afford.
The reel should ba of the frea spool variety
to acilitate eanting and ohn bs had from
8 up, The llne used, should be the best
cuttvhunk linen line, 200 yardn in length,
Homo surfmen use n No, 13 thread line,
which is light, whils others go to the
other extrema In using entiraly too heavy
an outfit, loaing all the pleasurs In play-
ing the fsh. A 16 thread will prove &
happy madium.

The llne must be dried aftar each fish-
Ing, and It would ba well to turn it on
the tec), and wis the opposite end giving
practicnlly two lines to flah with.

Tho fishorman should provide himaell
with some sort of butt rest to mupport
the rod while playing the flsh, 1t consists
of a eocket that ls atthched to n belt
Around the waist. A butt rest may be
improvised from nn old shoe, removing
the front and just lenving the heel part,
ro an to angnge the hutt

USE FYRAMID LEAD SINKER.

Tho lead minker used s of the pyra-
mid varlety, as these hold better In the
gand, and vary from § to § ounces; to ba
used according to the run of the nurl.
This should be attached to a small bone
ring, that ean be had at any notlon eoun-
tor, and ahould be permitted to run fron
on the line, A swivel Is employved of thn
barrel varlety when using o single hook,
and & three-wny swivel when ufing two
hooks, The hooks should be nttached to
gut or piano wire leaders. one about 19,
the other 20 inches long.

A preat varlety of fish may be eaught
{n the surf. from the little spot, wolghing
barely half n pound, to red and blaclk
drum, that have been caught as high aa
#0 pounds. Weak and kingfish are most
abundant in the surf, and put up o very
gamey fight for thelr wolght,

BAITS UBED.

¥or kingfish blosd worma prove the
mont killing balt, Thay will also takes
ghedder crab and mussels,

Wenkfinh take mussels,
and shrimp

Cronkern tnke mhedder crab, clams und
out balt,

Black drum, shedder crab and clams.

Channel bass or red drum  will take
squid, mullet, shedder crab, and poasibly
the most Killing bait for thess proves to
be menhaden or mossbunier,

Striped bass take Blood worms, nhedder
ernb or moasbunker,

Blupfish may be caught with lead squld
in trolling or with bunker,

Tt ean be readily meen that a great va-
rlety of flah may be csught on any ona
of the nbovs mentloned baits, and the
fishermen out for small filah may hook
into one of the large game varieties, and
thin is often the case.
